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The One Desire of All Men 


¢ HERE IS one desire that all men have in 

| common, the desire to be able to take a 
new hold on life. This desire is most 
keenly felt after the individual has made mistakes, 
after he has experienced some shock of failure, 
after he has been thwarted in his efforts to pro- 
gress. The early morning dawn discloses to him 
a new world. In his heart of hearts there is a soul 
cry: “I too should like to be born again with the 
morning dawn, I should like to begin again!” 

His mind recalls how yesterday evening the 
inky blackness of night wiped out a day as if it 
had never existed. The sun rises with no memory 
in his heart of what happened the day before! 
His sunny countenance peeks over the horizon and 
awakens the whole world—to a new day? No; 
to a new existence, a new life. 

There are those who have rot caught the mys- 
tical message of sunrise. They have failed to find 
within themselves the spirit of eternal sunrise. 
Their inner vision, the eye of their soul, for the 
time being is blinded to the presence of the in- 
dwelling Spirit. They know not their own God, 
the God of new beginnings, the God of begin- 
ning again. 

Those who have not caught the vision are those 
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who complain that they tried once but failed and 
that they know it is useless for them to try to 
make a new start. They cannot understand how 
others can be inspired with courage and progress, 
rise from defeat, and press forward to new en- 
deavors. The man who knows not the Spirit in 
his own heart does not understand the man who 
catches the soul vision of new life, progress, begin- 
ning again. 

There once was a man who waited patiently 
for the voice of encouragement. He found his 
cry heard, his soul desire fulfilled. From his pit of 
clay a great yearning went forth. He was tired 
of his old song of despair. In his patience he 
had caught something of the vision of better 
things. The song of praise came to his heart, a 
new song, a song of rising up out of despair, a 
new note of victory. 

I waited patiently for Jehovah; 

And he inclined unto me, and heard my cry. 

He brought me up also out of a horrible pit, out of 
the miry clay; 

And he set my feet upon a rock, and established 
my goings. 

And he hath put a new song in my mouth, even 
praise unto our God. 

In a modern world so needful of a new song 
this experience of David's finds its counterpart on 
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every hand. All of us know those in the pit of 
despair and discouragement who need a new 
song in their heart. “Harping on the same old 
tune” is a phrase often applied to those who con- 
tinue to murmur and complain even when those 
about them catch the vision of new beginnings and 
sing a new song of going forward to new suc- 
cesses. 

Jeremiah in thinking of the loving-kindnesses 
of Jehovah said, “They are new every morning.” 
Jeremiah looked upon each day as one with new 
blessings from God. The man whose thought is 
upon the blessings of a new day cannot at the 
same time give his thought to his failures of the 
day before. 

One of the difficulties encountered by teachers, 
ministers, and friendly counselors of others in try- 
ing to help those who come for advice is that of 
getting them to take a new hold. A person who 
years ago committed some act of indiscretion per- 
haps believes that in the sight of God he has com- 
mitted an unpardonable sin. Another is so bound in 
the thought of being thwarted in his endeavors and 
of having failed in*his attempts to succeed that he 
has no heart or spirit left for trying again. An- 
other believes that there is no use in trying again 
because every door is closed to him. On every 
hand we find a large number of persons who 
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need the message of new courage, new life, new 
endeavor. 

The one desire of all men is to feel that they 
can begin anew, that they can greet each new day 
with the feeling of new life, that they can feel 
the urge to press forward when things would 
seemingly retard them. Within the human soul is 
ever this urge. In fact even those who have not 
caught the message of hope and beginning again 
instinctively feel that such a thing should be possi- 
ble to them. Even the faintest glimpse of the 
working of their inner Spirit is sufficient to cause 
them to push forward and upward. 

Do we not see that all humanity is divided into 
two classes, those who despair, and those who 
have courage to advance? Those who believe that 
things of the world can defeat them and those 
who know that they have within them something 
that is undefeatable. Those who allow an early 
disappointment to dampen their spirits and those 
who use it as a steppingstone. Those who become 
engulfed by seeming defeat and those who gain 
a valuable and practical lesson from it. Those 
who let things master theme and who master 
things. Those who let circumstances shout ‘‘Fail- 
ure’’ to them and those who let their indwelling 
spirit cheer them on with “Try again!” 

Is the innate desire to be born again at the 
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dawn something that you have discovered must be 
fulfilled? Does your soul demand the opportunity 
of taking a new lease on life at the beginning of 
each new day? 

Possibly in order to do so you will need to 
change your entire viewpoint. You may need to 
reconstruct your faith, your philosophy of life. 
You may need to get an entirely new conception of 
God, of what and where He is, of yourself and 
your relation to Him. You may need to discipline 
your thinking in a way that you have not done 
before. You may need to see your world, your 
life, your environment, and your associates in an 
entirely new light. But if your life in the past 
has been bound to limitations of various kinds, 
if each day has found you in bondage to the mis- 
takes of yesterday, you will welcome any change 
in your mental world if only you can attain the 
ideal of being able to rise again from every fall 
or stumble, to take a new hold on life when some 
effort has proved futile. 

Go forth this day knowing that you emerge 
into a new world—a world of beginning again, 
a world of life and plenty, a world of friendship 
and understanding. Best of all, resolve in your 
heart to help someone else to the gospel of taking 
courage, to the message of beginning again.

can give to another is a new thought. It is 
something that can be used and enjoyed 
long after it is received. 

Although the importance of thought is not new 
to me as a student of the Unity teachings, the 
idea of giving thoughts as gifts has just recently 
occurred to me. Here is something that I can give 
to another person, something as real as a birth- 
day gift wrapped and tied in colorful paper and 
ribbon. 

I do not remember specifically many of the ma- 
terial gifts that have been given me in my life- 
time, but the thoughts that have been shared 
with me I shall never forget. Some of them have 
changed my whole way of thinking. As I think 
of them now in the light of gifts, I realize how 


I THINK the very finest gift that one person 
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richly I have been blessed, how generously other 
persons have shared their ideas, their inspiration, 
with me. 

Just as there are a thousand different things 
that can be given as gifts, so there is no end to 
the thoughts that can be shared. Most of us do not 
realize that we are giving gifts when we share 
our ideas with others. I know that the filling- 
station operator who kept a notebook handy in 
which he could jot down notes of interest to share 
with his customers and with his wife did not 
think of himself as giving his understanding, his 
wit, his knowledge of human nature for the enter- 
tainment and help of others. 

I know that the woman who helped her hus- 
band overcome an inferiority complex by helping 
him to appreciate himself and make good use of 
his abilities did not think of herself as giving 
him a gift beyond price. 

Again, the teacher who gave a friend of mine 
a new conception of God and life that resulted in 
her recovery from a disease pronounced incur- 
able by the doctors did not think of herself as 
giving a gift, the gift of life itself! 

There was a woman who needed employment 
but who was too old to meet the age requirements 
and felt. depressed and downhearted about her 
prospects. A friend did not give her a job, but he 
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gave her the gift that she needed most—faith in 
God and faith in herself. His thought gift helped 
her see herself as a child of God, needed in His 
world, and free from man-made limitations. She 
found her right place because she took with her 
in her search the new idea that had been given 
her. 

During this readjustment period when the lack 
of so many materials has created a shortage of 
the things we usually think of as gifts, the idea of 
giving thoughts as gifts has returned to me with 
new and fresh meaning. Surely at this time there 
is a far greater need of true and strengthening 
thought gifts than of many much sought for ar- 
ticles, even white shirts and nylon hose! 

There are so many thoughts in our mental store- 
house that we can give, and we find that the more 
we give the more we increase our capacity for 
giving. The ability to understand life increases as 
we seek to understand ourselves and other persons. 
The ability to give good thoughts increases as we 
increase our faith in God, our faith in good. The 
ability to share our thoughts effectively and elo- 
quently increases as we practice sharing them, We 
find that we can make our thought gifts more 
attractive by wrapping them in appropriate words, 
that we can make them most acceptable by giving
